HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1957. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Evesham  R-ural  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  m.uch  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  of 
the  State  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of  Evesham 
for  the  year  1957  and  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Health 
Department . 


The  vital  statistics  were  substantially  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  population  was  equal  to 
the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths.  Births  showed  a 
slight  increase,  but  the  death  rate  was  decreased  by  1 per 
1,000  of  the  population.  There  was,  however,  an  increase  in 
infants’  deaths  from  a nil  return  to  4 deaths.  The  infant 
mortality  rate,  even  so,  was  below  that  for  England  & Wales. 

There  was  no  outstanding  occurrence  among  the 
infectious  diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  noted. 
Two  mild  cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  were  reported. 

One  resident  adult  did  contract  this  disease  elsewhere  while  on 
holiday  with  a fatal  result.  This  incidence  of  poliomyelitis 
was  fortunately  much  lower  than  in  a neighbouring  district. 

The  main  public  health  needs  of  the  district  lies  in 
the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  and  the 
extension  of  some  existing  works  which  are  overloaded.  Now 
that  piped  water  is  becoming  increasingly  available 
throughout  the  district,  these  facilities  become  more  essential. 

I would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  consideration  during  my  first  year  of  office, 
and  Mr.  Gardiner  and  members  of  the  Staff  for  their 
co-operation .

required.  An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which 
children  who  were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change 
of  air  and  environment  could  be  sent,
